Production for Week Estimated at 108,325; November Output, 
Highest in History, Set at 443,290; 10 Month Truck Regis- 


trations Set Record; November 


Production this week is estimated by 
Output Jumps ADN to total 108,325, against 98,800 last 
to 119,850 week. While some plants kept their 
For the Week lines running Saturday to make up for 
the Thanksgiving Day holiday, the in- 
dustry generally put in only a four-day week. A few 
plants apparently with production well caught up, did 
not reopen Friday. K. T. Keller, president of Chrysler, 
stated Tuesday that notices had been posted in certain 
departments of the corporation’s plants in Detroit, in- 
forming the employes affected that owing to a shortage 
of frames due to a strike in the Midland Steel Products 
plant, operations will be suspended in those departments 
Wednesday. As soon as the frames are available opera- 
tions will be resumed. Manufacturing departments at 
the various plants have not as yet been affected. The 
departments which will suspend Wednesday are engaged 
in assembly operations. With rapidly growing banks of 
orders still unfilled, plants this week turned to the 
business of producing cars as fast as their lines will 
permit. Chevrolet’s schedule calls for about 31,000 units 
this week. Ford is expected to total about 26,000 units 
and Plymouth 6,750. Dodge is running at a rate of 
about 3,375 jobs a week. Oldsmobile is running about 
5,100 units this week. Pontiac is expected to produce 
5,700 jobs and Buick about 7,250. Hudson and Terraplane 
will add another 3,700 to the week’s total. Studebaker is 
setting a schedule of 2,500 and Packard about 2,800. 
Chrysler lines will turn out about 1,250 units and De Soto 
dbout i,050. Nash and LaFayette are scheduling 2,199. 
Willys this week turns to full production after a few 
weeks of supplying show jobs. The present Willys 
schedule calls for 250 jobs a day but it is expected the 
rate will be increased as the company gets into full swing. 
Graham is expected to produce about 700 units. Cadillac 
and LaSalle lines have been stepped up with production 
running at about 1,250 units this week. Auburn-Cord and 
miscellaneous plants, including truck companies, will add 
another estimated 6,550 units.

Passenger Car Sales Hit 171,319 


in the history of the industry. Production for the first 
11 months of this year is estimated at 4,135,303, and for 
the year to date at 4,128,414. December production is ex- 
pected to hit about 460,248 to bring the entire year’s 
output 4,588,662, well in line with ADN’s estimate of 
4,600,000 made early in the year. November production 
by Chevrolet ran about 120,700 units. Ford added about 
92,200 and Plymouth 47,500. Output for the month by 
other companies is estimated as follows: Dodge, 28,000; 
Oldsmobile, 19,420; Pontiac, 20,685; Buick, 22,503; Hudson- 
Terraplane, 15,648; Studebaker, 9,362; Packard, 10,910: 
Chrysler, 9,200; Nash-LaFayette, 7,612; De Soto, 8,120: 
Willys, 550; Graham, 2,890; Cadillac, 4,000; Auburn-Cord, 
190, and miscellaneous companies, including trucks, 
23,800. On this page appears a table of monthly 1936 
production by makes, the first of a regular monthly 
series. Compared with official department of commerce 
figures, the 10-month estimate by ADN showed a varia- 
tion of only one-quarter of 1 per cent. The estimates 
were totals of the regular weekly projection appearing 
each Wednesday in ADN.

One of the phenomena of this year’s mer- 
chandising has been the remarkable strength 
shown in commercial car sales throughout the 
year. Early last spring ADN predicted that 
commercial car sales in 1936 would set a 
new all-time record with the total probably above 600,000 
units. At the end of the first 10 months registrations 
already have exceeded the previous yearly record set in 
1929 with the 539,217 during the first 10 months of this 
year against 527,057 for the 12 months of 1929. This year’s 
total compares with 434,490 in the first 10 months of 1935 
which is an increase of 24 per cent. During the closing

The following monthly production estimates are compiled from figures appearing each week in the ADN Mid-Week Pink edition. Although 
the official U. S. Department of Commerce figures are based on actual reports from the manufacturers and released after the months production 
has been announced, ADN editors have scored an all-time record in their estimates, made each week in advance, which show a grand total of 3,- 
682,904, whereas the government figures show 3,692,023, a difference of only 9,119 units, or a variation of less than one-quarter of 1 per cent.
